Answer  the  following  questions  with  complete  sentences.

marriage,  each  does  tend  to  progress  in  a similar  pattern.  What  are  the  four  stages  or  patterns 
for  developing  a relationship? 
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2.  What  are  three  personal  qualities  that  are  considered  important  for  developing  a lasting 
relationship? 


3.  Compare  or  contrast  the  following  terms, 
a.  exogamy,  endogamy 


b.  social  homogamy,  propinquity 
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4.  Name  one  signal  that  could  indicate  an  unhealthy  relationship.  Explain  why. 
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5.  Explain  an  arranged  marriage. 


Part  B:  Long  Answer 


A basic  theory  or  viewpoint  determined  by  the  values  you  live  by  is  considered  to  be  your 
philosophy.  Explain  your  personal  philosophy  of  marriage.  You  will  need  to  prioritize  your 
choices  and  give  reasons  for  your  decisions.  To  develop  your  personal  philosophy  of  marriage, 
you  will  need  to  consider  many  of  the  aspects  presented  in  Activity  1,  Activity  2,  and  Activity  3. 


You  will  submit  a written  report  of  at  least  250  words  that  will  be  evaluated  for  content,  spelling, 
punctuation,  grammar,  and  format.  Your  report  must  have  an  introduction  that  describes  the 
purpose  and  scope  of  your  report.  Your  ideas  should  be  communicated  in  a logical  sequence  with 
supporting  detail.  Your  report  must  have  a conclusion  that  summarizes  your  philosophy.

In  this  exercise,  you  are  to  write  an  essay  explaining  in  detail  how  to  plan  a marriage  ceremony 
and  celebration,  describing  the  management  of  resources  (time,  money,  and  human  resources)  to 
make  the  celebration  successful. 


Your  presentation  must  include  an  introduction  that  describes  the  purpose  and  scope  of  the 
project  and  a conclusion  by  making  a summary  of  the  information  gathered.  The  content  of  your 
report  should  demonstrate  your  wedding  plans  as  a logical  sequence  with  sufficient  supporting 
detail. 

Your  report  must  achieve  the  following: 

• maintain  an  acceptable  grammatical  and  technical  standard  through  proofreading  and 
editing 

• provide  an  introduction  that  describes  the  purpose  and  scope  of  the  project 

• communicate  ideas  in  a logical  sequence  with  sufficient  supporting  detail 

• state  a conclusion  by  summarizing  the  information  gathered 

• provide  a reference  list  that  includes  five  or  more  relevant  information  sources
